It the mine owners and operators 
havo prodttesd coal upon margins be- 
tween 6 eento per ton and (1.28 and 
if prices have been expanded from 
300 to 500 per cent between the mines 
and the upen market, the public would 
be glad t^i disci>ver who has received 
the larger proportions of the profits. 

If the Federal Trade Commission's 
figures should constitute the Open 
Sesame, or the opening wedge, to the 
mystery "t)f the great coal graft, mil- 
lions of consumers would be greatly 
obliged to the Federal Trade Commis* 
sion for its eflTorts. 

The figures do prove one thing and 
that is that the cost of coal produc- 
tion is not sulBdeat to warrant the 
naritat pricas for tha mioiis grades 
of coal.
